Tue whole Defign of the Aathor of te Difertation 
Parties, was to difgrace the Revolution, in mere 
Spight to the prefent Government ; and to infinuate, that 
Prerogative is greater, and Liberty lefsthan they were 
before that glorious Period: And this Attle Creature 

who now continues the eS tye and is only the 
Ghoft of that great Auther, dully retails what he deli- 
vered with Dignity and Senfe, tho’ not fupported by 
Faas and Argument. 

Tus Subje&t is of the greateft Importance to the 
Englijh of avian I know 5 ’tis of the laft Confequence 
to be affured, whether we received any Advantage by 
the Revolution: For if once it comes to be believed 
(what thefe pretended Whigs have infamoufly endeavour- 
ed to make us believe) that the Prerogative of our Kings 
is greater and more fieed, and the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple /e/s and more precarious fince than before that Time, 
‘is natural to look out for another Revolution, or, to 
fpeak in the Jacobite Style, another Re It 
has the ftrongelt Tendency (infinitely Rronger than all 
the Doétrines of hereditary ure Divino Right, and pa/- 
five Obedience Principles) to fet the Minds of the Peo- 
ple againit the Royal Family, and turn their Eyes to- 
wards Rome and the Pretender ; for if, under our anci- 
ent tyrannical Kings, if under the Family of the Sru- 
arts (a Family that was ia one continued Plot or 
Confpiracy againft the Conftitution) the People fared 
better than they have done fince the Revolution, and 
the Security of their Liberties was ftronger, becaufe the 
Crown was weaker, I am very fare the Inference 1s 
jut, that awe ought to change again; which was the only 
Point of View that the arch Patriot had before him. — 

I have already, in the Courfe of chefe Papers, carried 
it to Demonitration, that the modern Confitution is infi- 
nitely preferable to the ancient ; and that we not only 
got by the Revolvition, but that we owe every thing va- 
luable in Life to the feafonable Intervention of the 
Prince of Orange ; for, without that, we fhould foon

* foort Review of att THOSE Powers which have 
* commonly paffed under the Name of Prerogative, and 
‘ fee which of them are actually fet afide at the Reto- 
* wvolution.” 

Tu1s is very fairly faid, and very true: But fee the 
Honour of Mr. D’ Amvers! for, initead of reviewing 
ALL THOSE PowERs which commonly pafled as Pre- 
rogative before the Revolution, he, with his ufual In- 
tegrity, leaves out the tee grand Branches of Preroga- 
tive, which, while fubfifting, levelled our legal No. 
narchy with the moft arbitrary Government in the 
World, and rendered all our Laws ufelefs and infignifi- 
cant ; and then, reviews only thofe Prerogatives which 
are perfecily confffent with, and prefervative of our 
Liberties ; or elfe are no Prerogatives at all: As I will 
fhew in the Courfe of this Difpute. 

Dot not every Reader of Rapin, every Plough- 
man and Herbwoman know, That the Kings of Eng- 
land, ull the Revolution, c/aim’d and exercifed thefe 
two Powers, as Prerogatives, raifing Money without AA 
of Parliament, and di/penfing with the Laws themfelves + 
nay, that raifing Money wzthout Law, was pronounced 
to be Legal ; and that it was Law, to di/penfe with Laws ? 
Was not the railing of Ship Money without Law, in 
Charles the Firft’s Time, afferted by all the Judges, to 
be Legal? And did not one Judge, Sir Robert Berkley, 
declare, in the Cafe of Mr. Chambers, a London Mer- 
chant, who refufed to pay Ship Money, that he would 
not fuffer the Leguiity of it w be difputed? and did not 
he then add in open Court, * That there wasa Rei of 
© Law, and a Rule of Government, and that many 
«Things which might not bedone by the Rule of Law, 
*« might be done by the Rule of Government?’ And did 
not the Great Se/den himfelf, in his Book intitled, Mare 
Claufum, not only aflert the Right of the Crown of 
England to the Dominion of the Britis Seas; but 
clearly prov'd, by conftant and continual Practice, that 
the Kings of England, without any Parliament, uled to 
levy Money upon their Subjeéts to maintain this Domi- 
nion ? ——— But let usgoon. Don’t we all know, and 
doth not Lord C/arendon himfelf confefs, that 4s of 

State were counted as binding upon the Subjeéts as 
Aas of Law? Did not our Kings, even fince the Civil 
Wars, difpenfe with Laws? Did not King Chardes do it 
feveral Times ? And did not all King James's Judges, 
but one, affirm, ‘ That a Power in the King to di/pen/e 
‘ with Law, was Lew? And, in the Cafe of Sir 
Edward Hale, did not they make it a general Rule of 


have been fwallowed up by two of the moft dreadfal_Law, 1ft, That the Laws of England are the King's 


Evils under the Sun, Popery and arbitrary Power, and 
been more wretched than our neighbouring popith, 
arbitrary Kingdoms, in Proportion to our greater Senfe 
of Liberty and publick Virtue. But fuch a Creature ls 
Man, as to be infenfible to all his Bleflings, and fenfible 
Only of his Misfortunes! Who would have thought, 
30 or 40 Years ago, that we fhould fo foon be driven 
to the Neceffity of vindicating the Revolution againft 
the Whigs themfelves ! But fo it is, thay Spight to the 
Miniftry has gradually ted fomeé of them to a Contempt 


and Hatred of the Gowermment, and then to a Hatred of 


the Revolution itfelf ; for, father than not difgrace the 
Court and Miniftry, by loading them with the Scandal 
of introducing Parliamentary Tyranny and Legal Slavery, 
they have laid the Occafion upon the vait deftruétive 
P rerogative of the Crown, obtained fince the Abdica- 
tion of King Fames.

3dly, That of thefe Reafons and 
Necefities, the King was the fale Fudge. And, athly, 
That this is not a Truft granted to the King, but the 
ancient Remains of the Sovereign Power of the Kings of 
England, which never was yet taken from them, nor 
can be? 

Tuese Judges were as bad Prophets as they were 
Lawyers; for, within a Year, the Revolution de- 
molithed fuch DoGrines, Laws, Fudges and Kings, all 
together, and involved them in one common Rein ; 
and yet, we got nothing by the Revolution! 

Turse two Prerogatives, of raifing Monty without 
Law, and di/penfing with Law, fubverted the very 
Foundations of our Government, and put all our aiene 
and Liberties into the Hands of the King; and thefe 
Prerogatives were exprefly condemned and fet afide-by the 
Bill of Rights, at the Revolution, in thefe Words pt

‘ Laws, or the Execution of them by regal Author ity, 
¢ is Iegal: And, that levying of Money, for or to 
‘ the Ule of the Crown, by Pretence of Prerogative, 
‘ without Grant of Parliament, for longer Time, of

Tuts was the Reafon of my affirming, in fome for- 
ative, 
but /egal Rights; and that our Freedom from the King’s 
Prerogative was not only claimed, but eff?@ually affe:.d 
and fecured by the Revolution. For, by our Freedom 
from the King’s Prerogative, mutt necefiarily be meant, 
Freedom from ail that mifchievous, defirudive Preroga- 
tive, which was — with the very Being of our 
Laws, and the very Nature of a free Government; but 
not an Exemption from that Prerogative which is ne- 
ceflary to preferve the Balance of the Conflitution ; which 
is the Cafe of the Prerogative fince the Revolution. 
Tuts is enough, at prefent, to fhew Mr. D’ Arvers’s 
thorough Hatred to the Revolution, and compleat 
Knavery in Argument; for, when he undertook to 
Review all thofe Powers which have commonly pafied 
under the Name of Prerogative, he carefully omitted 
to mention thofe which alone created all the Evil; for- 
merly complained of ; and which wee ab/olutely aboljh- 
ed at the Revolution.

y to fet up Piéture of Prince Eu- 
gene on Horfedack over his Tomb; and as there is no 
Time to have a new one made, one will be taken out 
of the Emperor's Chamber. The Copies of the ten 
great Battles won by his Highnefs, are above three 
Foot either Way. They were taken from the Origi- 
nals painted in the Netherlands, and are now in the 
Palace ; but they will be fixed to the Pillars of the 
Charch. —- The taking of Afoph is not yet confirm’d. 
Mean time "tis faid, that certain Advice is arrived from 
Conftantinople, that the Sultan has been obliged to 
take off an extraordinary Duty fettled upon the Fradef. 
men over all the Empire, in order to prevent a general 
Revolt ; and that the Jews have been taxed doubly. —— 
P. S. A Courier from Paris has brought the Ratifica- 
tion of the Peace concluded with the King of France. 
Hamburgh, May 21. O. 8. According to Advices 
from Petersburg, the Bathaw of Afoph demanded a 
Sufpenfion of Arms for 10 Days, that be might have 
Time to receive Orders from Conflantinople; but he 
could obtain no more than twice 24 Hours, after which 


he was told he muft ex no ilation; fo 
that the Befiegers hoped to be Mafters of ic in 4 Weeks,

Letters from Conftantinople advife, that they are in 
the greateft Confternation imaginable in that City ; that 
wt was propofed in the Divan to fend the Imperial and 
Ruffian Minifters to the Seven Towers ; but after a lon 
Debate, it was refolved, not to take a Meafure whi 
a be attended with fuch dangerous Confequences, 
in fo critical a Junéture. Indeed by all Accounts the 
Fate of the Ottoman Empire feems to be drawing to a 
Period ; and as the Peace of Europe feems to be fettled 
upon a fure and lafting Foundation, thofe Powers, 
whofe Intereft it is to reduce the Limits of the Turkith 
Dominions within a narrower Compafs, will have Lei- 
fure to turn their Arms againft an Enemy, who were 
once at the Gates of Vienna, and threatened to over-run 


Europe, if a Stop had not been putto the Progrefs of oy 


their Viétories, by the extraordinary Condu("apt 
Bravery of thofe three great Generals, Sobies@i Tub 
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of Poland, the late Eleftor of Bavaris, and his late 
Majeity King George the Firft.

Antrim. 

They write from Bridgewater in Somerfethhire, that, 
at 3 o’Clock laft Tuefday Morning, they felt a confider- 
able Shock of an Earthquake, attended with a great 
Noife.
